trees. 
The worst possib le tiling to do 
In a thu nder storm is to snu ggle u nder 
a tree. 
Any tree is likely to b e the 
lightning’s target, and this is partic u ­ 
larly tru e of trees like the elm, which 
have mu ch sap. 
The b eech,» which is 
a dry tree, is mu ch safer than the elm, 
b u t no tree is su rely immu ne. 
Light­ 
ning which “strik e s” finds a tree more 
frequ ently than it finds anything else,

The tuberculin testing of cattle, to 
eradicate bov ine tuberculosis from the 
United States, is now going forward at 
a rate exceeding six million cattle an­ 
nually, according to a recent statement 
of the bureau of animal industry, 
United States Department of Agricul- , 
ture. 
Figures for the J a st six months of 
1924 show that under the co-operativ e 
plan there were tested 283,935 herds 
containing 3,157,120 cattle.

This is the 
m essage: 


That is the significant story behind 
the radio medical service. 
Radio Medical Service. 
Over four years age tile radio medi­ 
cal service had Its modest beginning 
in 
an Idea of Captain 
Huntington, 
chief 
of 
the 
medical 
and 
first-nld 
course for seamen at the Seamen's 
Church institute in New York. 
He de­ 
scribed his plan to Doctor Mansfield. 
in charge of the institute, who Imme­ 
diately saw in It a practical and hu­ 
mane service. 
On November 8, 1920, a special ra­ 
dio telegraph station license with the 
call letters KI>KF was issued to the 
institute. 
Soon KI >KF began to dis­ 
seminate medical service to ships In 
Its vicinity, from 0 a. rn. till 5 p. rn., 
during which period the institute’s doc­ 
tor was on duty. 
The idea proved 
highly 
practicable. 
KORF 
soon 
re­ 
ceived the right-of-way, so to speak, 
over all calls except the S. O. S. of 
ships In distress. 
And soon It became 
manifest to ail In touch with the de­ 
velopment that the radio medical serv­ 
ice must be continuous for 24 hours 
a day. 
So, on April 20, 1921, KDKF 
was licensed to operate 21 hours a day. 
The day and night service was made 
possible when th** public health Berv­ 
ie** took an active interest in the in­ 
stitute’s work and offered the services 
of Its staff at the Marine hospital on 
Hudson street, so as to furnish med­ 
ical advice by night as well as by day. 
A 
direct 
telephone 
connection 
was 
made between the Institute and the 
hospital, and in this manner medical 
information was now on tap for the 
lonely steamer within reads reach of 
New York. 
One more obstacle still confronted 
this service, and that was the ques 
Hon of radio range. 
The radio trans­ 
mitter at the Institute was not power­ 
ful enough to reach ships at any con 
fiderabie distance from New York, so 
that In many eases it became nee**? 
t a ry to relay the messages. 
The ivied 
leal service had grown all tile while 
and Increased its scope of usefulness, 
hut the Seaman’s Oh ii reb Institute did 
not possess the funds for the equip 
m in t to curry on the work which hail 
reached such a vast proportion, 
At this stage In th** development of 
the radio medical service, the matter 
was brought to the attention of the 
Radio Corporation of America, which 
Immediately gave the u->,. of its sta­ 
tions free* of charge and instructed its

the radii' medical service passed out 
of the narrow confines of the little 
transmitter of the* SpimonY ( ’Unroll 
institute and became available through

corporation, In co-operation with the 
public health hospitals at New York 
and other ports, lots been handling 
this rudlo medical service. 
Service Broomes International. 
In the course of Its rapid expansion 
the service has taken on an interna­ 
tional aspect 
On June 7, 1028, It was 
learned that the Norsk Marconi kom- 
panl of Christiania, N o w a y , 
would 
give free medical service to ships of 
any nationality through its stations In 
Norway and Sweden. 
Bo the germ of 


an idea by Ca pf alit Huntington, devol- 
oped and perpetuated by the personnel 
and equipment bf the Radio corpora­ 
tio n ,-Inis spread to nil parts of the 
globe and now any ship necking med­ 
ical aid Is promptly served.

As you gaze at the sky it seems In­ 
credible that through tile apparently 
empty air this m erciful work is quiet­ 
ly functioning all the while.

there are the waves bearing the stac­

dot-dash

shore traffic, some of which is devoted 
to the radio medical service. 
Count­ 
less radiograms bear witness to cures 
by stating at Hie close of tile case, 
“Patient all o. k., normal yesterday, 
and today no sym ptom s of any kind; 
many thanks.” 
More than one operation has been 
perform ed by the ship’s crew, working 
under the direction of a surgeon miles 
away. 
<’nee the United States liner Amer­ 
ica picked up a stray message from 
a lorn* freighter statin g that 19 mem­ 
bers of its crew w ere suffering from 
a painful malady. 
Only the vaguest 
details were forthcoming, as would bw 
expected from laymen. 
The vessels at 
the time were some .‘WH) miles apart— 
obviously a case of long-range diag­ 
nosis. 
Putting their heads together 
and working on the meager details, 
doctors 
diagnosed 
the 
ailment 
as 
ptomaine poisoning. 
For two days the 
men of the freighter were treated by 
radio instruction. 
Then this message 
came back to the America: 
“Your di­ 
rections followed. 
All hut six on duty. 
They are recovering fast. 
Thanks and 
God bless you. 
Bon voyage.” 
Double Service. 


At another time another freighter 
called to the America stating that a 
member of its crew was In agony. 
The doctor then aboard the America 
studied the case by means of the data 
supplied, and prescribed by radio. The 
following day a message was received 
from 
un 
Italian 
steamer 
some 3tX» 
miles away in an entirely different di­ 
rection 
stating 
“Many 
thanks 
to 
steamer America. 
We had sick mem­ 
ber of crew suffering from similar 
ailment. 
Prescribed same as directed 
for other steamer. 
Our patient recov­ 
ering. 
God 
bless 
you.” 
So, 
what 
was intended for a specific case also 
came in handy for another. 
In this 
particular instance the radio medical 
service of the America had been truly 
broadcast. 
And sea babies! 
The stork does not 
aJways select 
bis visits in keeping 
with carefully laid plans. 
Sometimes 
he insists on paying a visit aboard a 
ship— even a ship without medical aid 
at band. 
Here again the radio medi­ 
cal service supplies the necessary ex 
pert direction, while lay hands do the 
work. 
The public at large Is too apt to con 
sider radio only lo terms of entertain 
meat. 
But in the radio world, this 
phase is of minor importance only. 
when 
considered side by site with 
commercial radio traffic.

Powerful land stations both in this 
country and abroad maintain commu­ 
nication with ships at sea.

There are now 17,700,000 auto­

States, and it is estimated that by 
1950 there will be 30,000,000.

one automobile for every six people 
in this country. 
Cities were almost 
wholly unprepared to meet this new 
age of transportation, and the question 
of traffic control has risen suddenly in 
importance. 
Almost anyone who trav­ 
els the streets of our large cities either 
afoot or in the cushioned seats of an 
automobile realizes tile vast necessity 
for 
adequate 
means 
of 
controlling 
traffic. 
Right-of-Way Question. 
One of the quibbles of motorists and 
pedestrians is: 
Who has the right-of- 
way? 
A poet with an ample sense of 
humor lias written an od** to the man 
who died maintaining his right-of-way. 
Laws have been passed in an attempt 
to define the m atter of the right-of- 
way on the streets, but still it contin­ 
ues as a param ount issue in the tratlie 
control problem. 
It is demonstrated dally in the larg­ 
er cities that proper control and su­ 
pervision o f traffic has 
resulted in 
I fewer accidents. 
Elimination of left- 
hand turns, segregation of street traffic, 
pedestrian 
control, 
traffic 
officers, 
synchronized traffic lights, and numer­ 
ous other devices have been invented 
to lessen the hazards to life and limb, 
liusy streets where traffic is thus con­ 
trolled have much f**wer accidents, in 
proportion to the number of vehicles 
and 
pedestrians, 
than 
uncontrolled 
streets have. 
Traffic-Control Problem. 
A feature of the trafflc-coutrol prob­ 
lem Is the Increasing importance of 
mechanically 
operated 
control. 
The 
traffic officer is becoming a huge bur­ 
den of expense t*« th** larger cities. 
In 
the congested districts there are some­ 
times as many as four or more officers 
on each of two or three shifts super­ 
vising the traffic ut one Intersection. 
The salaries of these men, capitalized 
at 0 per cont, s >met linos represent a 
permanent in vestment of half a million 
dollars for one intersection. 
As an example of what the synchron­ 
ized traffic signal can do for traffic, 
the city of Chicago may 
he cited. 
Michigan avenue, which is an unusually 
wide street, bears the heaviest through- 
traffic in that city. 
In the length of 
street covered by the traffic lights, fa­ 
talities have been reduced 75 per cent 
since the lights were installed two 
years ago. 
Tile use of these signals 
has been found to speed up traffic dur­ 
ing .the rush hours, although it slows it 
during the non-rush periods.

Give Steering Gear and 
Brakes Right Attention; 
There are two elements of every mo­ 
tor car upon the perfect operation of 
which vitally depends the lives and 
limbs of the passengers. These are the 
steering gear and tile brakes. 
The engine may “go dead,” the gears 
strip, or important parts of the mech­ 
anism may break, with not more seri­ 
ous result than delay, Inconvenience 
and a repair b ill; but when the steer­ 
ing gear fails, an accident of a more 
or less serious character usually takes 
place! explains an expert. 
It is thus 
obviously advisable, as a reasonable 
precaution, frequently to Inspect all 
parts of the steering gear with the ut­ 
most thoroughness in order to fore­ 
stall derangements. 
All steering pears are very modi 
alike, and consist of these parts: .The 
steering column and steering device, 
usually located at Its lower end under 
the hood, with its crank extending 
down under the car; the drag-Unh, 
w hich connects tim steering crank with 
the knuckle of one or the other of tile 
front wheels: the parallel rod, which 
connects the knuckles of the two front 
wheels and tilt* pivoted knuckles of the 
two wheels with their spindles ami 
pins.

Club Members Being Taught 
How to Handle Pine Wood 
Lots on Farm. 


(P re p are d by the U nited States D ep a rtm e n t 
o f A g ricu ltu re.) 
Club boys la New Hampshire have 
demonstrated through a junior exten­ 
sion forestry project that trees may be 
looked upon and managed as a crop 
if given attention under the direction 
of a forestry expert. 
A report re­ 
ceived by Ole United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture states that club 
boys are being taught the management 
of pine wood lots through handling a 
quarter of an acre up to an acre on 
the family farm. 
The work has been 
received 
with 
enthusiasm 
and 
has 
served Its purpose very effectively. It 
consists of two general types of ac­ 
tivity—planting and thinning. 
Some­ 
times the latter work is referred to 
as Improvement cutting, or weeding. 
Different Cuttings. 
It was found necessary to emphasise 
and call attention of club member* 
to the different types of improvement 
cuttings and to prepare definite In­ 
structions, both written and oral, for 
each type. 
Each lot presents differ­ 
ent conditions, and the solution of 
problems which require a personal 
visit of the Junior extension agent. 
This limits the number of club mem­ 
bers who can undertake the work until 
u forestry specialist can be added to 
the extension staff. 
The boys who take part in the tree- 
pluntlng division are expected to plunt 
at least a fourth of an acre between 
March I and June I this year. The 
extension agent will supervise the pur­ 
chase and planting of Hie trees. Each 
club member is to report the number 
of trees living on October 15, 1925. 
Improvement Cutting. 
Improvement 
cutting 
deals 
with 
three 
groups of trees—young pine 
stands under ten years of age, those 
between ten and thirty years old, and 
those over thirty years. 
The object 
In the first group Is to free the young 
group from overtopping older or un­ 
desirable trees; In the second, to con­ 
centrate growth on the more valuable 
trees; and In the third type, to in­ 
crease the diameter growth of the 
trees and the total production of the 
stand. 
Thirty-one 
boys 
enrolled 
In 
the 
planting work last year and set out 
over 13,000 seedlings. 
Some of these 
were planted by boys on town land, 
some on national reservations, and 
others on the home farm wood lot. 
Several boys enrolled for thinning. 
The planting work received more pop­ 
ular support und public praise than 
the wood lot management phase. 
To 
give this new project a start the So­ 
ciety for the Protection of New Hamp­ 
shire Forests has offered generous 
money prizes for a state and county 
forestry contest which started this past 
fall. 
Six counties have entered, and 
a fresh Impetus Is being given the 
junior forestry work. The contest will 
extend until next October.

Cattle Tested at Rate 
of Six Million Annually 
The tuberculin testing of cattle, to 
eradicate bovine tuberculosis from the 
United States, Is now going forward at 
a rate exceeding six million cattle an­ 
nually, according to a recent statement 
of the bureau of animal Industry, 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture.
